•application sit was made a part of 
the charter 
membership . contract 


that 5 per cent of the gross premium 
should be set aside each year to con- 
stitute a special dividend fund to be 
divided equally between the charter 
members so long as they held their 
policiei. 


The insurance department at one 


time ordered the contract cancelled 
or modified, but nothing was done 
about" it. Later a resolution was 
passed limiting the number of years 
the special dividend should be apid. 
Still later a special dividend of ?3 
was paid and the remainder of, the 
fund devoted to paying the expense 
of litigation. Since 1917, on advice 
of counsel, no dividend has been 
paid. This action was brought by C. 
A. Durland to compel such payment. 
The fun dnow amounts to about ?30,- 
000 and onl ya few remain to share 
it .The last survivor would, if the 
contract held, get about $700 a vvar 
from it. 


The court says that while it is not 


critici|ing the course taken when 
the company was f ormed as corrupt 
or contrary to public policy, and it 
n possible that if the charter had 
provided for it, the contracts might 
be enforced. 
The facts are, how- 


ever, 
that there is no authority 


either in statute or charter for such 
a contract ,and the court holds the 
making of it was beyond the power 
of the officers to execute.

students cited for punishment were, 
said to have included all of those 
who attended the notorious party. 


President. G. C. Selecman, of the 


university, who took a hand in the 
investigation after he and a score of

jury to tell about "The Dinkey" and 
the student lake party, made public 
announcement of the dismissals. 


He withheld identity of the ousted 


students, but declared emphatically 
there were no co-eds involved. 


Twelve alumni

were barred from the campus by the 
faculty committee.

Stinnes his children came first. 


Stinnes was a transitory figure. 


With the close of the transition 
period, which gave abnormal power 
to German heavy industry, because 
it seemed the "only thing of suffi- 
cient weight to anchor Germany to 
earth, other elements will emerge to 
bring a normal balance, though, per- 
haps, never again in the old rela- 
tionships and proportions.

The world does not becm to bavc been made 


^el•y safe lor democracy, e-^en under the di- 
n-ct primarj. In Illinois tho other week George 
Breiinan. the big demociatic 
boss, sent out 


word that lie desiied an unmstructed delega- 
uon to the national convention, and he deteat- 
ed McAdoo by many thousands. 
The othpr 


day the big republican bosses sent out woid 
in Pennsylvania that 
they desired Governor 


Pinchol beaten lor 
delegate to the national 


convention, and he was ovei whelmingly de- 
leated. We hear lots of talk about the need 
ior leadership. In Illinois and Pennsylvania 
the cry seems to have been heard and the need 
supplied. How do you explain these results? 
It cannot be done on the ground that one party 
contains, all ot the virtue. 


If Governor Al Smith were not goveinor of 


the largest state in the union, which lurnishes 
a great block of electoral votes, nobody would 
ever have suggested him for president If Gov- 
ernor Smith had not been the friend and favor- 
ite of Tammany he would never have been 
given the opportunity to become governor ot 
the Empire state. 
Why should the spirit ot 


mortal be proud when we find in the greatest 
republic in the world such a method ot deter- 
mining available candidates for president in 
effect, for unnumbered years? 


Two large sections of the old Turkish empire 


have taken still turther steps to show that 
their revolt is against religious authority as 
well as against the old political power ot the 
sultanate. 
No longer will these subjects wear 


the fez, which for so long was a mark of ser- 
vitude to the old authorities. We confess that 
one of the reasons why we never could accept 
the Turk as a friend and brother was that we 
could not accept as thoroly compos mentis a 
chap who would 
deliberately wear so hot, 


heavy and ridiculous a piece of headgear all of 
the time. We could appreciate it as an orna- 
ment, but not otherwise. We suppose, how- 
ever, that this will piove to be another wedge 
driven in Between the jlohammedan factions. 


We would really like to believe that it is pos- 


sible for the average person to become so in- 
terested in music that he or she actually and 
really enjoys the classical compositions. But 
reason interposes an upraised hand. There are 
persons so keenly attuned to rhythm of sound 
as to get ravishment out of these strains, just 
as there are persons with minds so trained 
or drawn as to appreciate best what are known 
as the-classics of literature. The people buy 
01 read but a small proportion of what we dog- 
matically call the best books, and even the 
musical automatons have not added appreci- 
ably to the popularity of the classic as a 
whole. Why affect a culture that is not ours 
If we don't care enough for it to embrace it 
ourselves, why should we care what John W. 
Highbrow thinks of us? 


Governor Bryan is striking at his best friend 


when he says he proposes to make the repeal 
of the code law his personal platform. All of 
the economies he claims to have made in gov- 
ernment were possible to him only tnru the 
powers given him as head of the code depart- 
ments. All that there is to the code law is a 
more or less scientific business grouping of de- 
partments that do not come under any one of 
the other state executives. All that the gov- 
ernor proposes, and all that anyone else could 
propose, is a regrouping of the departments, 
with the responsibility 
divided among five 


state officers where it could not be fixed as it 
was before. You remember the governor abol- 
ished the state sheriff and then created a new 
title for the same job. 


Some of the democratic critics of the code 
•re saving that it has quadrupled the cost of 
government. There is no justification for this 
statement The auditor's report shows that 
the "governmental cost appropriations" for 
tie biennlum ending June 30,1925, are $13,298.- 
000, in round numbers. Of this sum $772,000 is 
for the jndiicary; $800,000 for the executive 
department; sundry departments, outside the 
capital and code departments, $G40,000; 
mis- 


cellaneous, $104,000;! university and normal 
•chools, $4,630.000; charitable and penal insti- 
tutions, $3,556,000; code departments, $1,781- 
000 less fees appropriated, leaving $1,115.000. 
This is S.5 per cent of the total government 
cost What rule in mathematics can be in- 
voked to prove that departments that spend 
that percentage of the income could possibly 
Quadruple the cost of government?
